Ibo ceremonious dinners al Iho Whito 


louse are as much inalters of course, as tha 
eceplion of tho President's wifo by <jay and 
ii3own(uaually called Isvoea, no ono knows 
why,) by night. Custom hoa mado it ob- 
igalor'y on our Chief Magistrate to give 
ieveral o( theso dinners during each ses- 
iion of Congress. 
A spacious apartment, 


'orty by thirty feet, known 0.9 tho "state 
dining room,'' is provided for theso banquets. 
There Is another smaller room, whcro the 
President and his family take their meats, 
and 
whcro they often 
enlertain 
their 


'rientls. Twenty or Iwenty-five can com- 
fortibly dine therein. 


The "stato dining room" adjoins tho red 


jarlor, nud has a door of commuuicalion 
with that nnd two with the- hall. It has a 
landsome carpet, and antique, substantial 
rurnilure, 
including e 
solid mahogany 


juflct of tho largest size, which looks as if 
t had beeu iu uso half a century nt least. 
Thero aro two windows fronting south, 
reaching from Uoor to ceiling ; there is n 
mantle-piece nnd lira-place nt ono end of 
Ibo room, and Bide tables of mahogony in 
convenient places. Tho walla aro linled a 
pale hue nnd pannellcd 
with gilt bamU 


Iho table used for banquols is long, and 
brosd enough to seat forty gucsta and leave 
abundant space for tho servants to pass 
around it. A mirror abont two feot wido 
and long enough to eilend nearly tho cn- 
tiro length of the tablo is ono o! tho heir- 
looms of tho While Houso, and is always 
placed horizontally along tho center of Ihe 
[able wheh feasls aro given.

omalc gilt frame, and serves as Iho founda- 
lion for tho table decorations.

other handsomo ornaments belonging to tho 
Whito House which euro sometimes used on 
Iheso occasions, as, for example, Iho Hia- 
walha vase, representing Hiawatha in a 
single-masted vessel on a crystal lake (a 
mirror.) on whoso borders aro representa- 
tions in silver of aqueous plants and am- 
phibious animals.

Mrs. Grant, nt the Centennial Exhibition. 
Tbe table linen is very lino. Tho glasi ia 
the finest whlto cut £lns?, as thin as egg 
shells. The chinn is white Sevres wilh f 
colored border. Tho silver is massive, nnd 
for tho dessert the celebrated gold forks 
and spoons which bronchi down wrath on 
Van Bnrcn are used.
